P eople experiencing homelessness are at 
an increased risk of human trafficking. 
Although systems are in place to serve 

homeless populations these often create 
barriers for potential victims to access services. 
Traffickers prey on the homeless population 
because of these vulnerabilities and access 
challenges. These elements create a perfect 
storm of conditions that put a victim in an 
unending cycle. This training will identify 
recruitment tactics, barriers to accessing help 
and strategies to create lower barrier access 
points for victims.

B egging Crews are prevalent in many 
cities and towns. They can be recognized 
by holding up signs and asking for

The Triad 
Labor Trafficking Task Force in North Carolina 
has been exploring this vulnerability. This 
webinar will discuss these questions and help to 
answer questions and raise awareness in 
communities.

H ealthcare professionals and first responders are uniquely situated to 
proactively identify and serve victims and survivors of human trafficking, a 
majority of whom are believed to have contact with a medical provider at 

least once annually. This training will equip participants with the skills needed to 
identify and respond to possible indicators of human trafficking that present in health 
care settings. A trauma-informed and victim/survivor-centered approach will be 
presented as the basis of patient care, as well as the foundation for the 
development of organizational response protocols. 

Series Objectives 

• Outline the types of human trafficking, its prevalence, and the crucial role that 
healthcare providers play in identifying trafficked patients. 

• Identify the indicators for human trafficking. 
• Recognize the principles and importance of survivor-centered, trauma-informed 

care.
